popu lation of the United States, it reveals that 
there is one machine to every 5.13 persons. 
States with a registration increase of 10 per 
cent or more are North Carolina, Sou th Caro­ 
lina, Utah and Arizona. 
States with a nu m er­ 
ical increase of 50,000 are New York, Californ­ 
ia, Ohio, Illinois, Texas and New Jersey. 
As in other recent years, motor vehicle regis­ 
tration receipts constitu ted a su bstantial con­ 
tribu tion. 
The total receipts from registration. 
These fu nds were allocated as follows:

ways $189 ,9 83,289 local roads $53,577,89 3; 
pay­

FEW BACK NUMBERS TODAY 
There was a time a few years ago when a 
farm er was considered an easy m ark when it 
came to m arketing his cattle, hogs and other 
farm produ rts, bu t today the farm er living in 
the remote place, knows at almost any hou r 
w hat price his stock and produ ce will bring on 
th at particu lar day. 
The radio today has literally brou ght the 
farm er direct to the m arketing place, and al 
thou gh the m arket reports may seem w orth­ 
less and a waste of time to the city persons or 
those not interested, yet they do a remarkable 
service for farm ers in all sections of the cou n­ 
try. . . 
Few persons probably kilow that there are 
107 
radio 
stations 
throu ghou t 
the 
United 
States today, who are broadcasting m arket re­ 
ports issu ed by the government. This service 
was begu n by the government as an experiment 
in 19 21 when three radio stations volu nteered 
to assist.' A year later there were 65 stations 
co-dperating, and today there are 107. 
To get this service across the cou ntry and 
into the broadcasting stations for the conven­ 
ience of the farm ers, a leased telegraph line is 
m aintained on a system th a t covers 7,800 miles. 


AN ENORMOUS ROAD PROGRAM 
In keeping with the increased nu m ber of 
motor vehicles, road 
constru ction 
throu ghou t 
the United States promises this year to be on an 
even larger plan th an ever before, and a su rvey 
of all states reveals a constru ction program for 
this year to inclu de 20,000 miles of su rfaced 
roads and abou t 8,000 miles of graded 
and 
drained highways. 


TheJState reports also indicate th a t at least 
240,000 miles of the total of 288,000 in the State 
highway systems will be m aintained this year 
u nder the su pervision of the State highway de­ 
partm ents, a fact which shou ld insu re the trav­ 
eling pu blic a degree of road service. 


Fu nds estim ated as available for expendi­ 
tu re du ring the year by the State highway de­ 
partm ents are abou t 25 per cent greater in total 
am ou nt than sim ilar estim ates indicated at the 
beginning of last season,. Althou gh it is not 
possible, so early in the season, to anticipate 
closely the yield of gasoline and motor vehicle 
taxes and other sou rces of revenu e it is prac­ 
tically certain th at the fu nds available to ali 
State highway departm ents for constru ction and 
m aintenance of roads and bridges will exceed 
$750,000,000, and local revenu es, expendable by 
cou nty and local au thorities, will swell the high­ 
ways total fo u pwards of $1,300,000,000. 


Details are not available concerning the 
work to be done by cou nty and local au thori­ 
ties. It is anticipated th at the year’s work u nder 
the Stafe su pervision will resu lt in the constru c­ 
tion of nearly 9 ,000 miles of hard-su i faced pave­ 
ments, u pwards of 12,000 miles of less expensive 
su rfaced roads, and 8,000 miles of road adeq u ate­ 
ly graded and drained.

Total fees from registration and licenses for 


all of the 
automobiles in the 
United States 


to $301,061,132, and represents more than twen- 
ty-three million motor vehicles in use in this 
country. 


This is an enormous outlay both in the num- 


ber of automobiles in use today, and also in the 
amount of money which it takes to pay the 
various states in license fees. 


The government, through the state depart- 


ments, found that last year there were 23,127,- 
515 motor vehicles in use, which was divided in- 
to 20,230,429 passenger cars and 2.896,886 trucks 
and road tractors. By using the 
estimated 


population of the United States, it reveals that 
there is one machine to every 5.13 persons. 


States with a registration increase of 10 per 


cent or more are North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Utah and Arizona. States with a numer- 
ical increase of 50,000 are New York, Californ- 
ia, Ohio. Illinois, Texas and New Jersey. 


As in other recent years, motor vehicle regis- 


tration receipts constituted a substantial con- 
tribution. 
The total receipts from registration. 


These funds were allocated as follows: Collec- 
tion and administration $14.876,410; State high- 
ways $189,983,289 local roads $53,577,893; 
pay- 


ments on State and County road bonds $38,087,- 
598; 
and for miscellaneous purposes $4,533,942. 


FEW BACK NUMBERS TODAl 


There was.a time a few years ago when a 


farmer was considered an easy mark when it 
came to marketing his cattle, hogs and other 
farm products, but today the farmer living in 
the remote place, knows at almost any hour 
what price ins stock and produce will bring on 
that particular day. 


The radio today has literally brought the 


farmer direct to the marketing place, and al 
though the market reports may seem worth- 
less and a waste of time to the city persons or 
those not interested, yet they do a remarkable 
service for farmers in all sections of the coun- 
try.' Few persons probably know that there are 
107 radio stations • throughout 
the 
United 


States today, who are broadcasting market re- 
ports issued by the government. This service 
was begun by the government as an experiment 
in 1921 when three radio stations volunteered 
to assist.'A year later there were 65 stations 
co-operating, and today there are 107. 


To get this service across the country and 


into the broadcasting stations for the conven- 
ience of the fanners, a leased telegraph lino is 
maintained on a system that covers 7,800 miles. 


AN ENORMOUS ROAD PROGRAM 


la keeping with the increased number of 


motor vehicles, road construction 
throughout 


the United States promises this year to be on an 
even larger plan than ever before, and a survey 
of all states reveals a construction program for 
this year to include 20,000 miles of surfaced 
roads and about 8,000 miles of graded 
and 


drained highways. 


TheJState reports also indicate that at least 


240,OCO miles of the total of 288,000 in the State 
highway systems will be maintained this year 
under the supervision of the State highway de- 
partments, a fact which should insure the trav- 
eling public a degree of road service. 


Funds estimated as available for expendi- 


ture during the year by the State highway de- 
partments are about 25 per cent greater in total 
amount than similar estimates indicated at the 
beginning of last season,. Although it is not 
possible, so early in the season, to anticipate 
closely the yield of gasoline and motor vehicle 
taxes and other sources of revenue it is prac- 
tically certain that the funds available to all 
State highway departments for construction and 
maintenance of roads and bridges will exceed 
$750.000,000, and local revenues, expendable by- 
county and local authorities, will swell the high- 
ways total fo upwards of $1,300,000,000. 


Details are not available concerning the 


work to be done by county and local authori- 
ties. It is anticipated that the year's work under 
the State supervision will result in the construc- 
tion of nearly 9,000 miles of hard-surfaced pave- 
ments, upwards of 12,000 miles of less expensive 
surfaced roads, and 8,000 miles of road adequate- 
ly graded and drained.
